Althoug h similar bills hav e been in­ 
troduced in the past the Rathbone bill 
iw’hich is sponsored in the Senate by 
Senator Ashrst of Arizona, a Demo­ 
crat, seems

chance of passag e during the present 
Cong ress. 
It is one measure in sup­ 
port of which many conserv ativ e and 
radical members of both Houses of 
Cong ressess are united, and is conse­ 
q uently expected to receive early con­ 
sideration. 
“It is ridiculous that Representa­ 
tiv es should hav e to 
wait 
thirteen 
months before entering upon the dis­ 
charg e of their official duties,” said 
Cong ressman Rathbone in introducing 
the bill. 
“In states such as Illipois, 
where the primary elections are heUl 
in the spring a 
Cong ressman 
will 
barely hav e taken up his 
work 
in 
Washing ton before being compelled to 
be a candidate. 
“I mig ht be permitted to illustrate 
this from my own case. I was elected 
in November 1922. 
The first session 
of the 68th Cong ress beg an on De­ 
cember 8, 1923 I hav e been in Wash­ 
ing ton tw’o months and am now’ in the 
midst of a campaig n for re-nomina­ 
tion and will g o before the primary 
v oters of Illinois for that 
purpose 
April 8, 1924.

The famous Perkins process of en­ 
graving on steel was apidied and when 
millions of postage stamps were first 
required 
the

Credit for the Invention of the ad­ 
hesive postage stamp has b een claimed 
b oth for Sir Rowland Hill and for 
James Chalmers, a b ookseller of Dun­ 
dee.

OUR WASHINGTON 
NEWS LETTER 


WASHINGTON L E T T E R .................... 
Washington, Feb. 6.—Political war­ 
fare has reached a stage where it is 
difficult to compare and digest 
the 
claims and counterclaims of various 
partisans. 
The sensational 
develop­ 
ments of the week have apparently 
revived prejudices founded on party 
systems. 
The testimony adduced be­ 
fore a Senate committee and the sub­ 
sequent cancellation action in the Tea­ 
pot Dome oil lease case has centered 
the attention of the nation on W ash­ 
ington affairs. 
The spectacle is not 
inspiring but it has aroused, and will 
undoubtedly hold the public interest 
for many months. 
The unanimous vote in the Senate 
on the Walsh resolution annuling the 
naval reserve oil leases, indicated the 
bi-partisan character of the proceed­ 
ings. However, it is evident that the 
strong play for partisan 
advantage 


which has develeped lately, will con­ 
tinue. 
Both parties are desirous that 
there should be a vigorous prosecu­ 
tion of those criminally liable. 
With 
the passage of the lease cancellation 
measures in Congress, action is now 
directed against the Secretary of the 


I Navy Denby, and 
Attorney General 
Daugherty. 
Democratic leaders are 
demanding their resignations on the 
ground of incompetency, but there is 
no talk of impeachment. 
| 
The testimony of Edward Doheny, 
the California oil producer, has prov­ 
en damaging to all political parties. 
It is said in many quarters th at his 
statem ent concerning the employment 
of William Gibbs McAdoo as special 
counsel to influence 
relations 
with 
Mexico, will seriously affect the lat- 
ter’s candidacy for Democratic nomi­ 
nation. 
Mr. McAdoo’s friends have 
been quick to point out the weakness 
of this contention. 
One high Govern­ 
ment official has stated that the scan­ 
dal as to oil leases will leave 
its 
mark on all political parties for at 
least 50 years . He holds that confid­ 
ence in public officials has been lessen­ 
ed to this extent.

W ashington.—Following simple fu­ 
neral serv ices held at the Wilson 
home on S street here on W ednesday 
followed by tlie lust rites held in the 
Bethlehem chapel of the great Ei)lsco- 
pal Cathedral of SS. Peter and Paul 
on Mount St. Alban, the lM)dy of the 
great w ar president, Woodrow Wilson, 
who died here on Sunday, was placed 
In the v aulted crypt of the editi< e, now 
under construction and destined to be­ 
come the We.stminster abbey of Amer­ 
ica. 
Priv a te Se rv ic e s a t the Home . 
Priv ate serv ices were conducttMl at 
the home by Bt. Rev . Jam es Edward 
Freem an, Episcopal bishop of W ashing­ 
ton. He was assisted by Rev . Mr. Syl­ 
v ester W. Beach, pastor of Mr. Wil­ 
son’s form er church at Princeton, N. 
J., and Rev . Jam es H. Taylor, pastor 
of Central 
Presbyterian 
church 
of 
W ashington, which Mr. Wilson sittend- 
ed wiiile president. 
Dr. Taylor con­ 
ducted the rites at the cathedral. 
Eight soldiers, eight sailors and eight 
m arines acted as i)ullbearers and mili­ 
tary escort. The honorary pallbearers 
consisted of intim ate friends of Mr. 
Wilson. 
Among tlie honorary pall­ 
bearers were classmates of Mr. Wil­ 
son’s while he was at I’rinceton, mem­ 
bers of his wartim e cabinet and mem­ 
bers of congresfs. 
President and Mrs. Coolidge and 
Chief Justice and Mrs. Taft were 
among officials of the gov eniment who 
attended the priv ate serv ices at the 
home. 
Wils on Admire d Ma us ole um. 
Selection of the national cathedral 
a t Mount St. Alban as the resting 
place for Woodrow Wilson is said by 
his intim ate friends to be in complete 
harmony with Mr. Wilson’s desireS. 
From the Wilson home the apse of the 
mammotli sanctuary looms up on the 
sky line to the west, its .stately beauty 
enhanced at night by lights that play 
on it, and Mr. Wilson was intensely 
Interested in the plans for its com­ 
pletion. 
“Its building,” he once said, “will 
not only add greatly to the stalely 
beauty of our national capital but will 
prov ide a center from which I believ e 
the most useful and beneticial W(» rk 
<-an be done for the uplift ef tlie coiu- 
iijunity and stim ulation of the nation.” 
Mr. Wihson’s lov e for the national 
cathedral was to a considerable extent 
accentuated by the as.sociation of the 
cathedral with all the peace inov e- 
ments in the United i^tates since the 
.Spanish war, when I’resideiit Mtv Kin- 
ley dedicated the peace cross in ISPS. 
The cathedral occupit's the most 
coinmamling site in the cajutal. 
Ev en 
now it is one of the first of the capital 
buildings that meet the e.v e of the v isi­ 
tor'ai>proaching either from Virginia 
or Maryland. 
When 
complete, 
its 
tower will rise higher Liian the W ash­ 
ington monument. 
A rcliitw turally it 
will rank as one of the finest catlie- 
drals in tlie world and its Gotliic 
towers will be unlike any other archi­ 
tecture in the city. 
Thirty Da y s Mourning. 
President Uoolidge in a proclam ation 
ordered that the flags of tlie W hite 
House and of the sev eral dei>artmental 
h id ings be displayed at half staff for 
u period of thirty days, and that suit­ 
able m ilitary and nav al honors under 
the orders of the secretary of w ar and 
the secretary of the nav y be rendered 
on the day of tlie funeral. 
That Wotxlrow Wilson expected and 
was prepared for death was rev ealed 
by himself, during the last eonnected 
and coherent utterances iiiaile liy liim. 
He was in the shadow of death Thurs­ 
day midniglit 12 hours after Admiral 
Cary T. Grayson, his friend and physi­ 
cian, had hurried buck from South Car­ 
olina.

With a gentle sigh, tlie breath left 
his body at 11:15 o'clock. 
The end

With him when the end came were 
Mrs. Wilson, his daughter M argaret, 
Admiral Grayson and Scott. 
A few 
minutes after his death his brother, 
Joseph Wilson, reached the residence 
at S street, which Mr. Wikson has oc­ 
cupied since leav ing the W hite House.

of his death 
caused genuine mourning throughout 
the capital. 
From all parts of the world there 
came during the afternoon expressions 
of sorrow and respectful tributes to 
one of the most distinguished of Amer­ 
ican presidents.

History, In determining the place of 
Woodrow Wilson, 28th president of the 
United States of America, will pass 
Judgment upon the most prominent 
world-figure of the ev ents growing out 
of the most momentous war of all time. 
From the v iewpoint of hundreds of 
millions of lov ers of liberty Woodrow 
Wilson stood at the zenith, as the ex­ 
kaiser stands a t the nadir. 
The great w ar brought to the front 
many mra whose names will liv e in 
honor. 
In the last analysis three men 
stand o u t: 
Wilson, 
Lloyd 
George, 
Clemenceau. 
Of these three It was 
Wilsim who held the world’s eye—Wil­ 
son, the hum an phenomenon of the 
times, until fifty-four no more than a 
college president and political writer 
and at sixty-three on a pinnacle of 
fam e and honor and power unsur­ 
passed if ev er attained by any man 
In history. 
It is Impossible now to differentiate 
between Woodrow Wilson the man and 
Woodrow Wilson the head of the most 
powerful nation of earth in w'ealth, 
material and fighting men. Certainly 
he could not hav e reached the place 
he held without great ability and ex­ 
traordinary capacity for leadership. 
By v irtue of his place he became a 
focus of world attention as soon as 
the great war began. Before the arm i­ 
stice was signed he liad become a 
great moral leader with the ear of the 
peoples of the world. 
Only as such 
could he hav e force<l iip<» n the allied 
world the unofficial acceptance of his 
project of a league of nations, with Its 
fourteen points as set forth to con­ 
gress January 18, 19 18. 


Abroa d a nd a t Home. 
The enthusiasm ev oked by. President 
Wilson’s v isits to Paris, London and 
Rome W’as proof of his uniq ue place in 
the regard of the people. It was ev i­ 
dent th at he was to Europeans not so 
much a man as a v oice—a v oice put­ 
ting into words w’hat they wanted and 
bad not been able to express; his ideas 
and Ideals were a sort of religion to 
them. 
But he showed himself a statesman 
as well as a v oice. He played the game 
m asterfully. He established sympathy 
between himself and his man or his 
crow’d. He made few If any mistakes 
In taste or judgment. He "matched 
his mind,” to use his own expression, 
with the best of Europe and he got his 
league of nations before the peace 
conference and got 
It adopted, 
President Wilson’s two months In 
Europe may be div ided Into phases. 
W hen he landed the attitude tow’ard 
the league of nations was th is: The 
gov ernment of France was antagonis­ 
tic ; G reat B ritain’s was suspicious; 
Italy’s was skeptical. The first phase, 
his 
trium phant 
progress 
through 
France, England and Italy opened the 
•yes of these gov ernments to his hold 
on the people. The second phase, the 
prelim inary work of the peace con­ 
ference, conv inced these gov ernments 
th at President Wilson had 
an Idea 
rath er than a set plan which he pur­ 
posed to force upon them. This sim­ 
plified the situation and the niSh to 
climb on the bandw’agon began. 
CJo ntempo rary estimates o f President 
Wilso n at ho me were as wide apart as 
the po les. Senato r J. Tho mas Heflin 
(Dem., 
Ala.), 
when 
representativ e 
•po ke o n the flo o r o f “ Wo o dro w Wil­ 
so n, the g reatest apo stle o f ^ r ld lihe^ 
ty and demo cracy since Jesus Chrtst.“ 
Senato r ’Tho mas W. Hardwick (Dem.) 
o f Geo rg ia, tald January 21 In the sen­ 
ate: “ I believ e In a written co nstltn- 
tlo iu I believ e In a strict Interpretatio n 
o f i t . . . and I believ e that unless 
we leav e and abando n this mad satur­ 
nalia o f Imperialism here at ho me and 
return to the ancient principles o f o nr 
fathers there will be no safety no r 


bnppfncss for the people of this re­ 
public.” 
Senator Albert B. Cummins (Rep.) 
of Iowa expressed the half-way v iew’ 
when he said In the senate January 
23: ♦’I think President Wilson Is the 
most Intensely pnictlcul statesm an of 
this or any other day. 
He began his 
adm inistration in the belief th at the 
executiv e office had not the pow’er that 
It ought to hav e. He has accomplished 
more in the direction in which he set 
his face and his mind than any other 
man, either In this generation or in 
any former generation; and th« only 
criticism. If it be a criticism. Is that 
he has not marched in the right direc­ 
tion and has done things that he ought 
not to hav e done.” 
In the process of wresting from con­ 
gress all tlie pow’ers he believ ed the 
Constitution conferred upon the execu­ 
tiv e, President Wilson made many po­ 
litical enemies who q uestioned not bis 
aliility, but his motiv es and methods. 
To particularize w’ould be largely to 
rev iew the political history of the last 
six years. Tlie railroad situation, bow’- 
ev er, may be cited as an example. 
Reiirescntativ e E. E. Denison (Rep.) 
of 
Illinois 
said 
January

19 19 , 
“Gov ernment ow’nerslilp of railroads 
will 
be 
the 
dominant political is­ 
sue In the next national campaign and 
Mr. McAdoo will of course expect to 
be the candidate of his party.

President Wilson was re-elected in 
19 10 upon a peace platform . 
October 
2.*i, 19 1S, just before the congressional 
elections, he Issued an appeal to the 
v oters of the United States asking 
them, if they had approv ed of his 
leadership and wished him to continue 
to be their unem barrassed spokesman 
in affairs at home and abroad, to ex­ 
press themselv es unm istakably to that 
effect by returning a Democratic ma­ 
jority to both houses. 
The result of 
the elections was to change the po­ 
litical complexion of both houses as 
follows: 
65th 
congress—Senate, 
51 
Democrats and 45 Republicans; house, 
215 Republicans and 213 Democrats. 
GfJth congress—Senate, 47 Democrats 
and 49 Republicans; house, 239 Re­ 
publicans and 19 3 Democrats. 
President Wilson In attending the 
peace conference made sev eral new’ 
departures. He left the country during 
office. 
He took the office with him, 
signing acts and making appointments 
w hile in Paris. 
He ignored the senate, 
though he is empowered by the Con­ 
stitution to make treaties “by and w’ith 
the adv ice and consent of the senate.” 
He appointed as the American repre­ 
sentativ es himself. Secretary of State 
Robert Lansing, Henry White, Edward 
M. House and General 'Tasker H. Bliss. 
He sailed December 4, 19 18, and ar­ 
riv ed at Paris December 14. 
The 
French capital w’as en fete for the oc­ 
casion. 
December 24 he w'ent 
to 
England and thence to Italy. 
He 
returned to Paris January 8, after a 
journey that resembled a “triumphal 
procession.” 
After the preliminary sessions of the 
peace conference President Wilson re­ 
turned to the United States in Febru­ 
ary, returning to Paris March 15, 19 19 . 
He signed the peace treaty June 28, 
19 19 , and returned to the United States 
July 8. 
His second term as president 
expired March 3, 19 20. 
After his retirem ent from the presi­ 
dency Mr. Wilson liv ed q uietly, making 
a partly successful fight to regain his 
health. 
He occaslcmally went to the 
theater and rode much In his car about 
the env irons of Washington. He bought a 
home in W ashington and in 19 21 
formed a law partnership with Bain- 
bridge C^lby, who had been his secre­ 
tary of state, succeeding Robert Lan­ 
sing. 
He took part in the funeral pro­ 
cession of President Harding In Wash- 


Armistice day Mr. Wilson briefly ad­ 
dressed thousands from the front steps 
of his home, concluding th u s: 
“I am not one of those that hav e the 
least anxiety about the triumph of the 
principles I hav e stood for. 
I hav e 
seen fools resist Prov idence before and 
I hav e seen their destruction, as will 
come upon these again—utter destruc­ 
tion and contempL That w’e shall pre­ 
v ail Is as sure as that God reigns. 
Thank you.”

Great War President. 


REMAINS PUT IN VAULT 


Put In Crypt of the Episcopal Cathe­ 


dral 
of SS. Peter and Paul— 
President Coolidge and Other 


Notables Attend Services. 


Washington.—Following simple fu­ 
neral 
services held at the Wilson 
home on S street here on Wednesday 
followed by the last rites held in the 
Bethlehem chapel of the great Episco­ 
pal Cathedral of SS. Peter and Paul 
on Mount St. Alban, the body of the 
great war president, Woodrow Wilson, 
who died here on Sunday, was placed 
in the vaulted crypt of the edifice, now 
under construction and destined to be­ 
come the Westminster abbey of Amer­ 
ica. 
Private Services at the Home. 
Private services were conducted at 
the home by Ut. Rev. .Tames Edward 
Freeman, Episcopal bishop of Washing­ 
ton. 
He was assisted by Rev. Mr. Syl­ 
vester W. Beach, pastor of Mr. Wil­ 
son’s former church at Princeton, N. 
J., and Rev. Jam es II. Taylor, pastor 
of Central 
Presbyterian 
church 
of 
Washington, which Mr. Wilson attend­ 
ed while president. 
Dr. Taylor con­ 
ducted the rites at the cathedral. 
Eight soldiers, eight sailors and eight 
marines acted as pallbearers and mili­ 
tary escort. The honorary pallbearers 
consisted of intimate friends of Mr. 
Wilson. 
Among the honorary pall­ 
bearers were classmates of Mr. Wil­ 
son’s while he was at Princeton, mem­ 
bers of Ids wartime cabinet and mem­ 
bers of congress. 
President and Mrs. Coolidge and 
Chief Justice and 
Mrs. Taft were 
among officials of the government wiio 
attended the private services at the 
home. 


W ilson Admired Mausoleum. 
Selection of the national cathedral 
at Mount St. Alban as the resting 
place for Woodrow Wilson is said by 
his intimate friends to be in complete 
harmony with Mr. Wilson’s desired. 
From the Wilson home the apse of the 
mammoth sanctuary looms up on tile 
sky line to tile west, its stately beauty 
enhanced at night by lights that play 
on it, and Mr. Wilson was intensely i 
Interested in the plans for its com- 
j 
pletion. 
“Its building,’’ he once said, “will 
not only add greatly to the stately 
beauty of our national capital hut will j 
provide a center from which I believe | 
the most useful and beneficial work I 
can he done for the uplift of tile com- j 
lnunity and stimulation of tile nation.” ! 
Mr. Wilson’s love for the national 
cathedral was to a considerable extent 
accentuated by the association of the 
cathedral with a1* the peace move­ 
ments iii the United States since the 
Spanish war, when President McKin­ 
ley dedicated Hie peace cross in ISPS. 
The cathedral occupies the most 
commanding site iii tile capital. 
Even 
now it is one of the first of the capital 
buildings that meet the eye of the visi­ 
to r'approaching either from Virginia 
or Maryland. 
When 
complete, 
its 
tower will rise higher than the Wash­ 
ington monument. 
Architecturally it 
will rank as one of the finest cathe­ 
drals in tile world and its Gothic 
towers will be unlike any other archi­ 
tecture in the city. 
Thirty Days Mourning. 
President Coolidge in a proclamation 
ordered that the dags uf tile White 
House and of tile several departmental 
beddings be displayed ut half staff for 
u period of thirty days, and that suit­ 
able military and naval honors under 
the orders of the secretary of war and 
the secretary of the navy he rendered 
on the day of Hie funeral. 
That Woodrow Wilson expected and 
was prepared for death was revealed 
by himself, during tile last -connected 
and coherent utterances made by him. 
Ile was in tile shadow of death Thurs­ 
day midnight 12 hours after Admiral 
Cary T. Grayson, his friend and physi­ 
cian, had hurried back from South Car­ 
olina. 
The patient s digestive organs 
obstinately 
resisted 
treatment 
and 
ceased to function. 
Ile himself was 
conscious of the cause and the mean­ 
ing of it. 
Met Death Courageously. 
Beyond monosyllables, indicating his 
understanding of questions asked by 
Dr. Grayson, Mrs. Wilson, ids daughter 
Margaret, and his colored valet, Mr. 
Wilson prepared for the end with the 
fortitude of a man completely recon­ 
ciled to the way of Providence. 
With a gentle sigil, the breath left 
his boily at 11:15 o’clock. 
The end 
of a man who for eight years lived in 
a world of tumult and activity such as 
few men ever experienced, was serene 
and tranquil. 
W ith him when the end came were 
Mrs. Wilson, his daughter Margaret, 
Admiral Grayson and Scott. 
A few 
minutes after his death his brother, 
Joseph Wilson, reached the residence 
at S street, which Mr. Wilson has oc­ 
cupied since leaving the White House. 
The 
announcement 
of 
his 
death 
caused genuine mourning throughout 
the capital. 
From all parts of the world there 
came during the afternoon expressions 
of sorrow and respectful tributes to 
one of the most distinguished of .Amer­ 
ican presidents. 
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PRESIDENT WILSON WAS HUMAN 
PHENOMENON OF GREATEST WAR 


At 54 No More Than a University Professor and Political Writer; 
at 63 in a Place of Power and Fame and Honor Unsur­ 
passed in History— Defended His Unsuccessful 
Peace Policies to the Last. 


History, in determining the place of 
Woodrow Wilson, 28th president of the 
United States of America, will pass 
Judgment upon tile most prominent 
world-figure of the events growing out 
of the most momentous war of all time. 
From the viewpoint of hundreds of 
millions of lovers of liberty Woodrow 
Wilson stood at the zenith, as the ex- 
kaiser stands at the nadir. 
The great war brought to the front 
many men whose names will live in 
honor. In the last analysis three men 
stand out: 
Wilson, 
Lloyd 
George, 
Clemenceau. 
Of these three it was 
Wilson who held the world’s eye—Wil­ 
son, the human phenomenon of the 
times, until fifty-four no more than a 
college president and political writer 
and at sixty-three on a pinnacle of 
fame and honor and power unsur­ 
passed if ever attained by any man 
in history. 
It is impossible now to differentiate 
between Woodrow Wilson the man and 
Woodrow Wilson the head of the most 
powerful nation of earth in wealth, 
material and fighting men. Certainly 
he could not have reached the place 
he held without great ability and ex­ 
traordinary capacity for leadership. 
By virtue of his place he became a 
focus of world attention as soon as 
the great war began. Before the armi­ 
stice was signed he had become a 
great moral leader with Hie ear of the 
peoples of the world. 
Only as such 
could he have forced upon the allied 
world the unofficial acceptance of his 
project of a league of nations, with Its 
fourteen points as set forth to con­ 
gress January 18, 1918. 


Abroad and at Home. 
The enthusiasm evoked by. President 
Wilson’s visits to Paris, London and 
Rome was proof of his unique place in 
the regard of the people. It was evi­ 
dent that he was to Europeans not so 
much a man as a voice—a voice put­ 
ting into words what they wanted and 
had not been able to express ; his Ideas 
and ideals were a sort of religion to 
them. 
But he showed himself a statesman 
as well as a voice. He played the game 
masterfully. He established sympathy 
between himself and his man or his 
crowd. He made few if any mistakes 
in taste or judgment. Ile ‘‘matched 
his mind,” to use his own expression, 
with the best of Europe and he got his 
league of nations before the peace 
conference and got It adopted, 
president Wilson’s two months In 
Europe may be divided into phases. 
When he landed the attitude toward 
the league of nations was this: The 
government of France was antagonis­ 
tic; Great Britain’s was suspicious; 
Italy’s was skeptical. The first phase, 
his 
triumphant 
progress 
through 
France, England and Italy opened the 
eyes of these governments to his hold 
on the people. The second phase, the 
preliminary work of the peace con­ 
ference, convinced these governments 
that President Wilson had 
an idea 
rather than a set plan which he pur­ 
posed to force upon them. This sim­ 
plified the situation and the rush to 
climb on the bandwagon began. 
Contemporary estimates of President 
Wilson at home were as wide apart as 
the poles. Senator J. Thomas Heflin 
(Dem., 
Ala.), 
when 
representative 
spoke on the floor of “Woodrow Wil­ 
son, the greatest apostle of vtforld liber­ 
ty and democracy since Jesus Christ.” 
Senator Thomas W. Hardwick (Dem.) 
of Georgia, said January 21 In the sen­ 
ate: “I believe In a written constitu­ 
tion. I believe in a strict Interpret®*1011 
of it 
. 
. . 
and I believe that unless 
we leave and abandon this mad satur­ 
nalia of Imperialism here at home and 
return to the ancient principles of our 
fathers there will be no safety nor 


ington and was the recipient of mud 
public attention. 
Mr. Wilson’s last public utterance 
was last fall. November IO, 1923, the 
eve of Armistice day, he spoke by radio 
to the American people, defending his 
peace policy and saying that the Araer- 
lean people had withdrawn into a “sul­ 
len and selfish Isolation which is deeply 
Ignoble because manifestly cowardly 
and dishonorable." 
Armistice day Mr. Wilson briefly ad­ 
dressed thousands from the front steps 
of his home, concluding thus: 
“I am not one of those that have the 
least anxiety about the triumph of the 
principles I have stood for. 
I have 
seen fools resist Providence before and 
I have seen their destruction, as will 
come upon these again—utter destruc­ 
tion and contempt. That we shall pre­ 
vail is as sure as that God reigns. 
Thank you.” 
Chronology of Wilson. 
Woodrow Wilson was born Decem­ 
ber 28, 1S56, in Staunton, Va. Ile was 
the son of Rev. Joseph R. Wilson, 
a Presbyterian minister, and Jessie 
(Woodrow) Wilson. 
In 1885 he mar­ 
ried Ellen Louise Axsen. 
They had 
three daughters—Jessie (Mrs. Francis 
B. Sayre), Eleanor (Mrs. W. G. Mc­ 
Adoo) 
and Margaret. 
Mrs. Wilson 
died August IG, 1914', in the White 
House. 
December 18, 1915, Mr. Wil­ 
son married Edith (Bolling) Galt, a 
descendant of Pocahontas. 
The first 
29 years of Mr. Wilson’s life covered 
his boyhood and education. 
The next 
25 were devoted to teaching and writ­ 
ing. 
With his election to the gover­ 
norship of New Jersey In 1910 began 
his active political career. 
His chro­ 
nology follows: 
1858—Family removed to Atlanta, 
Ga. 
Student in private schools. 
1875-9—Student at Princeton. 
1879-82—Law student at University 
of Virginia. 
1882-3—Practicing lawyer In Atlanta, i 
1883-5—Post-graduate 
course 
at 
Johns Hopkins university in history. ' 
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happiness for the people of this re­ 
public.” 
Senator Albert B. Cummins (Rep.) 
of Iowa expressed the half-way view 
when he said in the senate January 
23: “I think President Wilson is the 
most Intensely practical statesman of 
this or any other day. 
He began his 
administration in the belief that the 
executive office had not the power that 
it ought to have. He has accomplished 
more In the direcHon in which he set 
his face and his mind than any other 
man, either in this generation or in 
any former generation; and tho only 
criticism, if it he a criticism, is that 
he has not marched In the right direc­ 
tion and has done things that he ought 
not to have done.” 
In the process of wresting from con­ 
gress all the powders he believed the 
Constitution conferred upon the execu­ 
tive, President Wilson made many po­ 
litical enemies who questioned not his 
ability, hut his motives and methods. 
To particularize would be largely to 
review the political history of the last 
six years. The railroad situation, how­ 
ever, may be cited as an example. 
Representative E. E. Denison (Rep.) 
of 
Illinois 
said 
January 
15, 
1919, 
“Government ownership of railroads 
will 
be 
the 
dominant political is­ 
sue in the next national campaign and 
Mr. McAdoo will of course expect to 
he the candidate of his party. He will 
hope to capitalize what has been done 
for the railroad men.” 
President Wilson was re-elected in 
1910 upon a peace platform. 
October 
25, 191S, Just before the congressional 
elections, he Issued aa appeal to the 
voters of the United States asking 
them, if they had approved of his 
leadership and wished him to continue 
to be their unembarrassed spokesman 
in affairs at home and abroad, to ex­ 
press themselves unmistakably to that 
effect by returning a Democratic ma­ 
jority to both houses.

the elections was to change tile po­ 
litical complexion of both houses as 
follows:

President Wilson in attending the 
peace conference made several new* 
departures. Ile left the country during 
office. 
He took the office with him, 
signing acts and making appointments 
w hile in Paris. 
He ignored the senate, 
though he is empowered by the Con­ 
stitution to make treaties “by and with 
the advice and consent of the senate.” 
He appointed as the American repre­ 
sentatives himself, Secretary of State 
Robert Lansing, Henry White, Edward 
M. House and General Tasker H. Bliss. 
Ile sailed December 4, 1918, and ar­ 
rived at Paris December 14. 
The 
French capital was en fete for the oc­ 
casion. 
December 24 he went 
to 
England and thence to Italy. 
He 
returned to Paris January 8, after a 
journey that resembled a “triumphal 
procession.” 
After the preliminary sessions of the 
peace conference President Wilson re­ 
turned to tile United States In Febru­ 
ary, returning to Paris March 15, 1919. 
lie signed the peace treaty June 28, 
1919, and returned to the United States 
July 8. 
His second term as president 
expired March 3, 1920. 
After his retirement from the presi­ 
dency Mr. Wilson lived quieUy, making 
a partly successful fight to regain his 
health. 
He occasionally went to the 
theater and rode much In his car about 
the environs of Washington.

U Extension to the end of this cal­ 
endar year of the period in which the 
War Finance corporation may make 
advances for agricultural purposes.

On rbe wbole, so> bean oil meal proved soniewliat superior to cottonseed 
meal, both from the standpoint of rate and economy or gains. The steers fed 
the former concentrate gained cn the average 2.bl pounds per day. at a cost 
of $12.38 per liundredweight, while those getting tlie latter made 2.77 pounds 
per day at a cost of $13.32 i»er Imndredweight (calculated on lioine weights be­ 
fore sbiimieiit). 
These lesults are just tlie opposite from those obtained at 
the Illinois station a year ago, at which time tbe lot fed cottonseed meal 
sliowed to better advantage. The good results in the experiment just closed 
may have been due to a lower oil content in the soy bean oil meal tliau ^n that 
prevl(iusly used. 
While neitlier lot of cattle was in the money awarded to the short fed 
cattle exhibited at the International, they were very well finished, as vns evi­ 
denced by their seliing price at tlie close of tlie show—$12.75 per hundred- 
weiglit for the cattle tliat liad received the soy bean moiil and $12.25 for those 
getting the cotton.secd meal. 
The first, second and third prize, two-year-old 
short feds, lirought $12.25 $12.75 and $12.00 per cwt. respectively; hence it may 
he inferred that the university cattle compared very favoraldy witli the other 
cattle slniwn from the standpoint of finish. 
Perhaps their greatest disad­ 
vantage from the standpoint of the show yard was u tendency to he somewhat 
uneven in size and to he a little paunchy.

That grain farmers in the easii grain 
ilistriets of Iowa farmed profitably, on 
the average, last year. Is demonstrate«! 
bv figurt's secured in a survey of 207 
representative Ualhoiin county farms 
conduetc.l by agricultural economists 
from Iowa State college. 
No figures 
were secured in this particular study 
on live stock farming. 
The average lalior earnings on 'the 
007 farms was $1.200. 
Since this is 
¡omewhat more than farm wages, it 
may truly l>e said that these farmers 
made a profit, declares C. C. Tayior 
of the agricultural economics and farm 
management department of the coltege. 
Tlie liighest labor earnings made by 
any one farmer was $.‘>.031 and the 
greatest loss was $2,.303. 
Only six 
fanners fulíed to have something to 
show for their own labor and manage­ 
ment. Thirty farmers made more tlian 
$2,000 and 30 made an amount less 
than $500.

advisable in order to have them in high condition by December I, the opening 
date of tile International. 
On the whole, son bean oil meal proved somewhat superior to cottonseed 
meal, both from t lie standpoint of rate and economy or gains. 
The steers ted 
the former concentrate gained en the average IMH pounds per day. at a cost 
of $12.38 per hundredweight, while those getting the latter made 2.77 pounds 
per day at a cost of $13.32 per hundredweight (calculated on home weights be­ 
fore shipment). 
These jesuits are just tile opposite from those obtained at 
the Illinois station a year ago, at which time tile lot fed cottonseed meal 
showed to better advantage. 
The good results in the experiment just closed 
may have been due to a lower oil content in the soy bean oil meal than <n that 
previously used. 
While neither lot of cattle was in the money aw arded to tile short fed 
cattle exhibited at tile international, they were very well finished, as 
atis evi­ 
denced by their selling price at the close of the show—$32.75 per hundred­ 
weight for tile cattle that had received the soy bean meal and $12.25 for those 
getting the cottonseed meal. 
The first, second and third prize, two-year-old 
short feds, brought $12.25 $12.75 and $12.00 per cwt. respectively; lienee it may 
be inferred that the university cattle compared very favorably with the other 
cattle shown from the standpoint of finish. 
Perhaps their greatest disad­ 
vantage from the standpoint of the show yard was a tendency to be somewhat 
uneven iii size and to be a little paunchy.

I Corn and A lfa lfa , D airym an’s 
G reatest Crops 


By PROF. W. J. FRASER 
Alfalfa and corn are crops producing 
j approximately two to four times as 
much digestible nutrients or food value 
per 
acre as other crops commonly 
I raised. 
The grain and stalks in corn 
silage yield the highest amount of car- 
I bohydrates and have the added essen- 
j tial of succulence, and alfalfa, being 
: a palatable feed high in protein and 
i minerals, will balance the ration when 
j fed with corn. 
An acre of alfalfa 
I produces as much protein as nine acres 
| of timothy or seven acres of mixed 
I hay. 
To show the value of these feeds for 
dairy cows, a six-year demonstration 
t was conducted on 20 acres of land at 
tile University of Illinois. 
The corn 
j silage on this area aveiaged eleven 
I and two-thirds tons per acre, and tile 
I alfalfa three and one-half tons per 
I acre for the six years. 
This 20 acres supported an average 
I of a little over ten cows per year with- 
; out buying any feed. 
These cows pro- 
I duced an average of 7,470 pounds of 
j milk and 202 pounds of fat per year 
j for the six years. 
They consumed on 
tile average 15 pounds of alfalfa bay, 
138 pounds of corn silage, and one 
j pound of cornmeal, besides a very 
j small amount of soiling crops. 
In one 
I year, when the corn crop was short, 
12 cows produced an average of 8,318 
| pounds of milk and 284 pounds of fat 
i on corn silage and alfalfa hay without 
I grain. 
But, cows should be fed some 
I grain when producing over 15 to 20 
I pounds of milk per day. 
T he average yield of milk per acre 
on the dem onstration was 3 888 pounds, 
j containing 136 pounds of fat, which is 
I practically twice the amount produced 
I on the best dairy farm s of northern 
j Illinois. 
On this feed the cows were kept in 
! health and vigor through that long 
j period. 
Corn silage and alfalfa hay are the 
j most economical 
and 
most suitable 
feeds to form the basis of tile ration 
I for all cows. 


T he T ruck on th e Farm 


Often th.e owner or operator of the 
farm 
of 
average size wonders if a 
m otortruck would prove a profitable 
investment. 
Answering this question 
is largely a m atter of deciding wheth­ 
er or not he can find a reasonable 
amount of work which can be done 
more profitably with a truck than by 
some other means. 
According to 
A. 
L. 
Young, 
farm 
mechanics departm ent 
of 
the 
state 
university, it is to b 
questioned if 
a truck can he profitable unless its 
use effects a considerable saving of 
time as compared to other means of 
transportation. 
Tile principal factors 
which enable a truck to save time are: 
(I) 
reliability in operation, ( 2 ) 
good 
roads, and (3) long hauls. 
This sav­ 
ing of time may be important (I) be­ 
cause it means reduced labor costs, 
and ( 2 ) because of the necessity for 
prompt and rapid transportation of 
certain commodities. 
It 
is 
evident 
that on hauls of considerable length 
labor costs may, when hauling is done 
with horses, become excessive. 
If a truck is to 
give dependable 
service it must, in addition to being 
well made, be carefully operated and 
given good care. 
The driver need not 
necessarily be a good mechanic. 
The 
man who, either from a sense of duty, 
or because he takes pride in keeping 
a fine piece of machinery looking well 
and running well, takes time to use a 
little oil where needed, tighten up a 
few nuts now and then and occa­ 
sionally remove some excess dirt, will 
often get better service from irs truck 
than 
the 
habitually 
careless driver 
who might, if need he, give his motor 
an overhauling. 
The depreciation that 
must he charged against a truck is of 
course much less when it is given good 
care. 
The farm er who makes a prac­ 
tice of repairing ins machinery only 
when it starts to fall to pieces had 
better do his hauling with horses.

That grain farm ers in tile cash grain 
districts of Iowa fanned profitably, on 
the average, last year, Is demonstrated 
bv figures secured in a survey of 207 


r e p r e s e n t a t iv e Calhoun county farm s 
conducted by agricultural economists 
from Iowa S tate college. 
No figures 
were secured in this particular study- 
on live stock farming. 
The average labor earnings on 'th e 


0 0 7 farm s was $1,200. 
Since this is 
somewhat more than farm wages, it 
may truly lie said that these farm ers 
m ade a profit, declares C. C. Taylor 
of the agricultural economics and farm 
management departm ent of tile coireire. 
The highest labor earnings made by 
any one farm er was $3,931 and the 
greatest loss was $2,303. 
Only six 
farm ers failed to have something to 
show fur their own labor and m anage­ 
ment. Thirty farm ers made more than 
$2,000 and 30 m ade an amount less 
than $500. 
These 
figures 
were 
secured 
by 
trained enumerators, who visited per­ 
sonally each of the farm s covered in 


the survey. 
They obtained from each 
of the 207 farm ers a record of his 
business for the year ending March I 
1923.
